in the afternoon. 

"The following day they 
cleared a further 15 deposits, so 
that the youth football matches 
could be played." 

Mr Mallon also urged 
residents who back on to 
Horton View playing field to 
report anyone who lets their dog 
foul the field. 

Colin Clarke, chairman of the 
council's general services 
committee, said: "While Horton 
View is the worst area at the 
moment, the problem occurs to 
a lesser degree in other places 
too. 

"Southam Road Cemetery is 
bad. Visitors have to clear dog 
mess from relatives' graves — 
and parks and play areas in 
town are also blighted by 
'couldn't care less' dog owners. 

"We have tried the softly- 
softly approach, but it looks as 
though prosecutions will be the 
only way to stop the problem. I 
appeal to all dog owners to 
ensure their pets do not foul 
public places." 

There are 126 dog waste bins 
across Banbury. It costs £21,000 
a year to empty them. 

Cherwell District Council 
also provides free poop bags, 
which are available at the PDSA 
shop in Church Walk, Banbury. 


Council to get tough after 
graves and pitch reports 


View had to be cleared of more 
than a dozen dog faeces before 
a match could go ahead. 

Banbury Town Council is now 
stepping up its park ranger 
patrols. 

Town council staff will also 
work with officers from 
Cherwell District Council, who 
have the power to issue £50 on- 
the-spot fines and take legal 
action. 

Kieron Mallon, leader of 
Banbury Town Council, said: 
"The problem is worse now 
than at any time before. 


"It is also a serious health 
issue and people, especially 
children, can become very ill 
through contact with dog 
faeces. 

"We have tried banning dogs 
from the playing field but 
owners ignored the signs. Then 
we installed dog waste bins in 
the hope that owners would 
clear up after their dogs - but 
that also failed. 

"On Friday, October 11, our 
contractors cleared 15 deposits 
off the football pitches in the 
morning and the same number

STEVE Ball's brother, Phil, 
was wearing lots of warm 
clothing when he got 
dropped off at a bus stop to 
go on a three-week trip. 

But he would not reveal 
which cold climate he was 
heading for. 

Days later, Mr Ball got the 
shock of his life when he 
discovered Phil was one of the 
Greenpeace protesters being 
held in Russia on piracy 
charges. 

Mr Ball has now told how his 
younger brother - one of the 
"Arctic 30" who were part of a 
protest against energy giant 
Gazprom, which is poised to 
drill for the first oil from Arctic 
waters - is trying to stay strong, 
despite facing 15 years in a 
Russian jail. 

Father-of-three Phil, 42, from 
Chipping Norton, was among 
28 activists and two journalists 
aboard the Greenpeace boat 
Arctic Sunrise, who were 
detained at gunpoint by Russian 
authorities after allegedly trying 
to seize an oil platform on 
September 18. 

The 30, who hail from 18 
nations, have appeared in 
Murmansk's Lenin district court

but have been refused bail and 
have been detained for two 
months in the city, pending trial. 

If convicted of piracy, they 
could face up to 15 years in one 
of Russia's notorious jails. 

Mr Ball, 44, also from 
Chipping Norton, said: "I took 
Phil to Oxford bus station about 
ten days before his arrest. 

"He had packed for cold 
weather and was boarding a bus 
to London, but I did not know 
where he was going. 

"Then, I heard on the radio 
that Greenpeace protesters had 
been held in the Arctic. Straight 
away I thought 'Oh my God, 
that's my brother'. 

"I learned more about the 
'armed intervention' and saw 
coverage of a pistol being 
pointed down a camera lens 
and realised that gun could be 
pointing at him." 

His incarcerated brother is a 
nature photographer and film 
maker who has been credited on 
David Attenborough films. 

The Greenpeace activitst has 
two sons, aged eight and seven, 
and a three-year-old daughter. 
He grew up in Chipping 


Norton, and attended The 
Marlborough School, 

Woodstock. 

Mr Ball said: "While Phil 
seemed quite 'down' in his 
earliest letters, he seemed 
stronger in the latest one. He 
was very keen we don't just get 
them back and forget why they 
have all went out there - to 
highlight the damage which is 
being wreaked on the Arctic. 

"He also talks about the 
terrible food and basic 
conditions and says he is 
allowed out once a day for an 
hour to exercise alone in a yard. 

"He runs about as much as 
he can in that time and says that 
if he is lucky, he might shout 
and hear a shout back from 


another prisoner." 

Mr Ball is in a cell with two 
Russian men who can only 
speak a few words of English. 

"He talks of desperately 
missing cuddling his little girl 
and says the thing keeping him 
going is the knowledge of the 
support from outside," added 
Mr Ball. 

Ingrid Royale, from Oxford 
Greenpeace, said: "Phil cares 
passionately about the 
environment and his family and 
it is very sad that he has been 
detained. We just want him 
home safely." 

Mr Ball added: "Our mum, 
Ruth, has visited the Foreign 
Office with Phil's partner, and 
we are being kept up to speed."

black hole after a cut in Government funding. 

This is in addition to the £74m it already 
has to cut by 2018 and the £127m of savings 
already made between 2010 and 2013. 

Mr Cameron said: "The main point to 
make about this issue is that Oxfordshire 
County Council has not yet made any 
decisions regarding its budget for 2014-15. I 
made this point when I spoke with children's 
centre campaigners in Chipping Norton on 
Saturday. 

"I shall continue to follow the consultation 
process closely and I will do what I can to 
support my constituents in their efforts to 
keep these important facilities open." 

A spokesman for Mr Cameron said he was 
seeking a meeting with Ian Hudspeth, the 
leader of the county council, to "discuss the 
issue in greater detail". 

The centres - which offer support to 
families of children under five - are used by 
18,000 people a year and employ more than 
260 staff. 

They were set up to try to ensure all 
children have the best possible start in life. 
Parents can get help and advice on child and 
family health, parenting, money, training and 
employment. 

Mother-of-two Gemma Walter, who uses 
the town's children's centre, said: "The 
children's centre is a lifeline for me. We rely 
on them for emotional support and it is a safe 
place for my children to play." 

Emma Taylor, who launched the Save 
Oxfordshire's Children's Centres campaign, 
said she hoped the meeting could lead to a 
resolution. 

She said: "I think it is brilliant he is trying 
to meet with the county council's leader and 
I hope he can find a way forward. 

"Hopefully between them they can thrash 
something out and save children's centres 
across Oxfordshire." 

Three Facebook groups have been set up 
in protest at the proposals - Save 
Oxfordshire's Children's Centres, Save Our 
Children's Centres: Oxfordshire and Chipping 
Norton's campaign, Save the Ace Centre. 

So far more than 1,700 people have signed 
up to them. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "I am always happy to 
meet with any of my local MPs so we can 
make sure we get the best for the residents of 
Oxfordshire. 

"We have got to save an additional £61 m, 
which means we have to look at every area 
to find out where savings can be made. No 
decision has been taken yet. So far, everyone 


is very clear that children's centres are a high 
priority for them. However, no one is coming 
forward and saying what should not be a 
priority and where savings should be made." 

A meeting on cuts to county council 
services will be held in Witney on Thursday 
night, where Mr Hudspeth will ask the public 
for suggestions on how it can save £61 m.

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■ Police face more historic cases after high-profile scandals 


Police tell of rising tide 
of sex abuse reports

REPORTS of sexual offences have 
risen sharply in Oxfordshire - 
with the increase attributed to 
high-profile cases including the 
Bullfinch trial and Jimmy Savile 
scandal. 

Thames Valley Police recorded 
nearly a 50 per cent rise from April to 
September, compared to the same 
period last year. 

The force said high-profile cases had 
led to more people coming forward 
with historic allegations of abuse. 

Recorded sexual offences rose to 
353 from April to September, 
compared to 242 in 2011 and 244 in 
2012. The figure for April to September 
this year included 198 reports of rape. 

Oxford Sexual Abuse and Rape 
Crisis Centre service manager Natalie 
Brook said the Savile scandal gave 
many "confidence to seek support". 

She said: "Because they were being 
believed, it had given them the 
confidence to report it - that their 
reports were taken seriously." 

More than 500 people were now

thought to have been abused by TV star 
Savile, who died in 2011. 

Ms Brook said the conviction in June 
of seven members of an Oxford child 
sex gang, following the Operation 
Bullfinch trial, could have also led to 
an increase in reports. 

Domestic and sexual abuse co¬ 
ordinator Liz Jones said Savile had 
impacted on an historically under¬ 
reported crime. 

She said: "It is positive that people 
are coming forward. 

"The Jimmy Savile case had an 
impact and gave people the confidence 
that they would be listened to if they 
spoke about it. 

"The organisations within the 
criminal justice system want people to 
come forward and give a positive 
experience of the criminal justice 
system." 

This experience "on the whole" is 
"very supportive" she said, adding: "I 
don't think we are seeing an increase 


in sexual crime." 

A Thames Valley Police spokesman 
said it had been a "challenging year" 
as a "result of highly-publicised 
incidents and individuals". 

She said: "We have seen an increase 
in people coming forward to report 
crimes that happened to them in earlier 
life and we continue to encourage any 
victim of crime to come forward. 

"We treat all these allegations with 
the utmost seriousness and a number 
of investigations are continuing." 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld said many forces 
had seen an increase in historic sexual 
abuse cases because of "publicity 
around some high-profile incidents". 

He said: "The rise is a good 
indicator that more victims have 
confidence in the criminal justice 
system." 

When Mr Stansfeld was asked if the 
latest statistics supported the case for a 
sexual referral centre for Oxfordshire, 
he declined to comment on the issue.

Sir, Thank you for your apology/clarification of 
your report about the Ofsted Inspection of 
Orchard Fields School, Banbury. 

For the sake of completeness I should like to 
point out that there is also good news about the 
school, and your support would be appreciated... 

The school was not judged to have serious 
weaknesses because of the recording of racist 
incidents but because statutory guidance had not 
been followed over the exclusion of two pupils. 
This error automatically requires the school to be 
judged inadequate even though the report overall 
shows the school to have made significant 
improvements. The error has now been rectified 
and the key stage 2 test results this year show 
dramatic improvements. 

The inspectors' comments about recording of 
racist incidents are a tiny part of the report. 

During the two days of the inspection the 
inspectors saw no evidence of racist behaviour 
and indeed reported that behaviour in the school 
is mainly good. 

At Orchard Fields School in 2012/13 there were 
fifteen incidents when a child called another child 
by an inappropriate name referring to the colour 
of their skin or ethnic origin. The majority of the 
children were infants (five to seven year olds). 

They used the inappropriate name once only were 
corrected and the behaviour was not repeated. 
There are 415 children on roll. There have been 
no incidents this school year. There is no legal 
requirement to report such incidents and many 
schools do not do so. 

The school should be praised for promoting 
good race relations and tackling inappropriate 
comments from a small number of very young 
children who you now agree cannot at their age 
be regarded as racist, merely as requiring 
guidance.

A HOST of schools across 
the county were forced to 
shut last Thursday when 500 
teachers travelled to Oxford 
to protest against changes 
to the education system. 

Almost 150 of the county's 
schools were closed or partially 
closed as teachers from the 
NUT and NASWUT unions 
went on strike. 

After hearing speeches from 
teachers and parents, they 
marched from Bonn Square 
along Queen Street, into 
Cornmarket, and then down St 
Michael's Street, chanting 
"Michael Gove it's time to go". 

Many passers-by, including a 
number of teenagers off school 
because of the strike, stopped to 
watch and take pictures of the

march. Some people waved 
support from nearby shops and 
businesses. 

Teachers across the South 
East were on strike over pay, 
pensions and work conditions. 

Kate Douglas, who has two 
school-aged children, backed 
the strike. 

She said: "I don't want to see 
teachers compete against each 
other to get high exam results at 
the expense of a rounded 
education for my kids. 

"I don't want to see drama, 
art, music, design and 
technology cut. These are the 
things that make my kids enjoy 
school." 


County teachers were also 
concerned over plans that 
would see them working until 
they were 68. 

One teacher, Emma Garden, 
said: "I have been teaching for 
20 years and I have never been 
so angry about the decisions 
that are being made." 

Primary teacher Matt Cuttle 
said: "I am not going to be able 
to do this job well at that age. 

"Teaching is not a young 
person's job. You need 
experience, but you also need 
energy." 

Deb Williams, a secondary 
school teacher, added: 
"Teaching as a profession is 
being destroyed." 

Colleague Clair Cross said: "I 
work in early years education 


and I want to put out the 
message that Michael Gove is 
making the early years 
education academic and 
squeezing out free play time. 
What I find is that children are 
getting more tired because of 
that." 

NUT local secretary Gawain 
Little said: "We were really 
pleased with the turnout. 

"It showed the strength of 
feeling from teachers and that 
they care passionately about 
education." 

Other Oxfordshire teachers 
travelled to London to take part 
in another rally. 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said: "The NUT and 
NASUWT have tried to create as 
much disruption for pupils and 


parents as possible. 

"It is disappointing that the 
NUT and NASUWT are striking 
over the Government's 
measures to allow 
headteachers to pay good 
teachers more. 

"In a recent poll, 61 per cent 
of respondents supported 
linking teachers' pay to 
performance and 70 per cent 
either opposed the strikes or 
believed that teachers should 
not be allowed to strike at all."

College's 
new £2m 
workshop 


A NEW £2m training centre for budding mechanics will 
officially open its doors tomorrow. 

MP Sir Tony Baldry will unveil the new motor vehicle training 
centre at the Banbury campus of Bicester and Banbury College. 

Gone is the small 1970s-style workshop and instead students will 
be learning skills in a modern facility fitted with industry-standard 
equipment, MOT testing bays, diagnostic tools, and electric car 
charging points.

Over five years, £237,000 of 
forecourt fuel has been stolen

FUEL worth nearly a 
quarter of a million 
pounds has been stolen 
from the county's petrol 
pumps over the last five 
years. 

Police figures, obtained 
under a Freedom of 
Information Act request, show 
that thieves targeted petrol 
pumps 4,665 times between 
January 2009 and August this 
year. 

The criminals made off 
without paying for petrol and 
diesel worth a total 
£237,776. 

The statistics show police 
are getting on top of the 
crime - known by police as 
"bilking" - after the crime 
rate fell 34.5 per cent from 
1,049 fuel thefts in 2009 to 
687 last year. 

But one petrol station boss, 
Martin Townsend, from a 
Tesco Express site, said fuel 
thefts remained a threat. 

He said they were still 


happening at his station - 
with about ten or 12 thieves 
targeting the garage every 
month. 

He said: "It has been pretty 
steady here. I don't think 
there has been either a great 
increase or decrease." 

Jonathan Fraser, another 
local petrol station manager 
manager, said that while the 
number of thefts had fallen, 
the rising price of fuel meant 
bilking was still hurting 
traders. 

He said: "We have seen a 
decrease of late, but at the 
same time any drive-off is a 
bit of a kick in the teeth for 
us because of the high 
expense of fuel. 

"As prices have gone up, 
we have to pay more - Just 
like the consumer has to pay 
more." 

But he said the police 
seemed to be effectively 
fighting fuel thieves. 

He said: "What we have 
found of late is that the 


police have been quite 
proactive. 

"There seems to be quite a 
shift in their focus, which 
means that it looks like there 
are fewer opportunities to 
drive off without paying." 

Fuel thieves are known to 
steal number plates to use 
while filling up, so they 
cannot be tracked on CCTV. 

Police figures show there 
were 1,891 thefts of vehicle 
number plates in Oxfordshire 
between January 2009 and 
the end of August this year. 
Plates were stolen 468 times 
in 2009 and 374 in 2012. 

Thames Valley Police also 
use Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition cameras to 
record number plates and 
flag up suspicious or stolen 
plates to petrol station staff. 

A Thames Valley Police 
spokesman said: "We will 
continue to work closely with 
local businesses to advise 
them on the best ways they 
can increase their security to 
help make it harder for 
offenders get away with 
committing these types of 
offences."

Week. 

Council transport chief David Nimmo 
Smith said: "The number of people car 
sharing so far is encouraging. Car Share 
Week is an ideal time to look into it if you 
haven't already. 

"Some people can save thousands of 
pounds a year just through sharing their 
journey to work with another person. 

"There are no obligations involved in 
signing up, and members can use the service 
as often as they like - from one-off journeys 
to daily use." 

Liftshare founder Ali Clabburn said: "We 
don't want people to see sharing a lift as a 
compromise in the way they travel but as an 
economically and environmentally sensible 
option."

When a tribute 
'no pantomime 


is

HE is the driving force behind 
one of the world's biggest bands 
and responsible for some of the 
best-loved songs in pop history. 
But Queen's Roger Taylor is 
now passing on the baton. 

The legendary drummer, singer 
and songwriter has teamed up with 
bandmate Brian May to put together 
a group to carry the band's songs 
into the future - so he doesn't have 
to. 

Called The Queen Extravaganza, 
members were handpicked via 
YouTube auditions and, Roger 
admits, are almost as good as the 
real thing. 

"It's been a real voyage for me," 
he said, while relaxing at home in 
Surrey. 

"Brian and I are very close and 
both have nothing but fond 
memories of Queen. And while the 
band is still going, the extravaganza 
is a means of playing our music 
using younger, stronger more 
flexible musicians to represent us. 

"It is not easy to represent Queen, 
though, and we needed high-calibre 
musicians." 

But, he insists, it is no tribute 
band. "What I wanted was a band 
that could represent me and play 
our music in a brilliant way - but 
not to look like us or be like us. It is 
not pantomime, like a tribute band. 

Even so, he said the likeness was 
sometimes uncanny. "The front guy 
sounds so much like Freddie 
Mercury, it's hard to believe it's not 
him." 

So would Freddie approve? 
"Definitely! Brian and I still fly the 
flag for Queen and we know Freddie 
would love it. It was all about the 
music for him. We didn't make our 
music in the 70s just for it to be 
successful. It's wonderful people still 
play it though. It would appear to 
have a lasting appeal." 

For Roger, the aim was not just to 
preserve the band's music - but its 
spirit. 

He said: "Freddie was at the front 
but knew every part was essential. It 
was really democratic, and that's 
why I am proud to keep it all going. 
We made music for people to listen 
to and enjoy and we were 
unashamedly good at that. It's nice a 
lot of people enjoy our music. 

"A lot of people don't want to be 
a showman; perhaps they think it's 
uncool. But Fred crossed that 
boundary. He was so uncool and 
people were aghast at the awful 


things he would wear. But he had a 
great sense of humour. There's an 
essential sort of irony and mockery 
that looked completely ridiculous at 
the time." 

To Roger's delight, The Queen 
Extravaganza has proved an instant 
hit, playing the enduring classics to 
fans - many too young to have seen 
the original line-up. 

"We've done three tours of the 
US and Canada, so are really 
flying," said Roger. "The band were 
all recruited in North America and 
the idea was to also put together a 
British band, but we already have 
the perfect band. We thought we'd 
never find another like them." 

Roger's contribution to Queen is 
often overlooked. As well as his big 
drum sound, he provided backing 
vocals and wrote some of the band's 
hits, tunes like Radio Ga Ga, A Kind 
of Magic, Heaven for Everyone, 
Breakthru, The Invisible Man and 
These are the Days of Our Lives. He 
also co-wrote the No.1 hits Under 
Pressure and Innuendo and the top 


ten hit One Vision. 

What are his favourite Queen 
songs? "I don't get asked that, but I 
love Under Pressure , Someone To 
Love and Bohemian Rhapsody - 
and, of course, Crazy Little Thing 
Called Love." 

He was too modest to bring it up, 
but Roger has been busy on another 
project too - a solo album called 
Fun on Earth. The record is his first 
since 2008s The Cosmos Rocks. 

"Yes, it has taken five years since 
I had fun in space, so I've decided 
to come down to earth," he said. 

But it's The Queen Extravaganza 
that is getting him most excited. "It's 
going to be a hell of a night. And 
you'll get the nearest thing to 
Freddie Mercury you'll ever see." 

And how is Roger's counterpart 
holding up? "He's amazing. He 
certainly doesn't need any tips from 
me!" 

The Queen Extravaganza play the 
02 Academy, Oxford, on Monday.

a helping hand

DEBATE is hotting up over EU 
suggestions of introducing 
technology into cars that will 
prevent them from breaking speed 
limits. 

While some express outrage at 
the loss of 'freedom', the simple 
truth is that most modern cars are 
absolutely rammed with systems 
that intervene to a greater or lesser 
extent. And no car illustrates that 
better than SEAT'S first three-door 
Leon, the SC. 

Priced from under £15,500, the 
Leon SC is extremely well- 
equipped, with anti-lock braking, 
electronic stability control and tyre 
pressure monitoring fitted as 
standard to all models. Move up to 
the test model in SE trim and along 
comes cruise control, hill-hold 
assist and foglights that follow the 
road. But it is the addition of some 
optional equipment that really 
underlines the advances being 
made in the family hatchback 
sector — and the number of driver 
roles that can be safely handed 
over to electronics. 

A £100 'convenience' pack adds 
rain-sensing wipers and automatic 
headlights, and for another £295, a 
'driver assist' pack switches the 
headlights from dip to main beam 
and back again. The system, which 
uses a camera mounted on the rear 


view mirror housing, proved to be 
slickest that I have yet used and 
operates so seamlessly that you 
could trust it to get on with the job 
without any manual intervention. 

Those optional headlights are 
pretty special in themselves as the 
Leon is the first family hatchback in 
the world to have full-LED 
headlights fitted. The lights also 
feature a clever function that lifts 
the beam slightly at motorway 
speeds, giving an improved view of 
the road ahead. With a shorter 
wheelbase, a slightly lower 
roofline, a more sloped rear hatch, 
broader rear 'shoulders' and distinct 
rear three-quarter windows, the 
coupe-styled SC is surprisingly 
practical, with exactly the same 
large boot as the five-door version. 

Smooth and refined on the move, 
with rock-solid build quality, the 
addition of the 1.6-litre turbodiesel 
engine with seven-speed automatic
